New  Programs  at  RCC 

^®1  wo  new  programs  were  approved 
i  after  the  annual  Report  to  the 
0  Community  went  to  press  last  year, 
but  were  implemented  in  fall  1998:  Early 
Childhood  Associate  and  Physical 
Therapist  Assistant.  A  Computer-Aided 
Drafting  Certificate  also  was  added  to 
Interior  Design.  In  the  spring  of  1999, 
RCC  added  a  Nursing  Assistant 
Certificate  program  for  Huskins  students. 

>-    Early  Childhood  Associate  - 
A.A.S.  degree 

This  curriculum  prepares  individuals 
to  work  with  children  from  infancy 
through  middle  childhood  in  diverse 
learning  environments.  Students  will 
combine  theory  with  practice  in 
actual  settings  through  cooperative 
work  experience.  Students  may  take 
Early  Childhood  Credentials  under 
this  program. 

>-    Physical  Therapist  Assistant  - 
A.A.S.  degree 

This  collaborative  program  with 
Guilford  Technical  Community 


College  in  Jamestown  prepares 
graduates  to  work  in  direct  patient 
care  settings  under  the  supervision 
of  physical  therapists.  Students  may 
take  general  education  requirements 
at  RCC  before  transferring  to  GTCC 
for  all  major  courses  and  completion 
of  the  program. 

Computer-Aided  Drafting  - 
Certificate 

This  certificate  under  the  Interior 
Design  curriculum  prepares  a  student 
to  use  a  computer  with  CAD  software 
to  create  drawings  used  in  a  variety 
of  industries.  Course  work  includes 
computer-aided  drafting  equipment 
and  software,  drafting  standards 
and  math. 

>•    Nursing  Assistant  (Huskins)  - 
Certificate 

The  Nursing  Assistant  curriculum 
prepares  individuals  to  work  under 
the  supervision  of  licensed  health 
care  professionals  in  performing 
nursing  care  and  services  for  persons 
of  all  ages.  RCC  is  currently 
offering  only  the  Nursing 
Assistant  I  class  under  the  Huskins 
program  to  Asheboro  High  School 
and  Randleman  High  School 
students.  Huskins  offers  enrichment 
to  high  school  students  through 
enrollment  in  college-level 
technical  and  advanced  vocational 
courses  not  otherwise  available  at 
the  high  school.

Foundation.  Chuck  has  been  an  instructor 
at  RCC  since  1 990.  He  earned  his  A.  A.S. 
in  Commercial  Photography  from  RCC 
in  1985  and  a  B.F.A.  from  the  Maryland 
Institute  College  of  Art  in  1978. 

Before  becoming  an  RCC  instructor, 
Chuck  worked  as  a  corporate 
photographer  for  Nortel  in  Research 
Triangle  Park.  His  corporate  work 
involved  studio,  portrait  and  location 
photography,  and  traveling  extensively 
for  the  company's  magazine. 

As  an  RCC  Photographic  Technology 
faculty  member.  Chuck  teaches  the 
Design  Laboratory  and  Large  Format 
photography  courses,  as  well  as 
Commercial  Photography.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  American  Society  of 
Media  Photographers  and  of  the  Society 
of  Photographic  Educators  and  a  past 
member  of  the  Associated  Artists 
of  Winston-Salem  and  Creative 
Photographers  of  Durham. 

Chuck  is  very  active  in  the  community 
including  such  organizations  as  the 
Asheboro/Randolph  NAACP,  the 
Randolph  Arts  Guild,  as  past  president 
of  the  Lindley  Park  Elementary  School 
PTO,  and  he  has  provided  staff 
development  for  the  teachers  of 
Asheboro  City  Schools.  He  also  works 
with  the  East  Side  Improvement 
Association  and  the  Randolph  County 
Family  Crisis  Center  and  is  active  in  the 
Baha'i  Faith. 

The  Excellence  in  Teaching  Award 
program  was  established  in  1985  and 
awards  $  1 ,500  to  the  overall  state  winner 
and  $500  each  to  four  state  finalists.  Each 
college  can  submit  one  nominee.  At 
RCC,  nominations  are  submitted  from 
within  the  instructional  area  and  an  on- 
campus  selection  committee  chooses  the 
College's  nominee.  The  criteria  for 
selection  of  instructors  for  this  award 
include  ability  to  lead,  motivate,  relate 
to  and  interact  with  students;  ability  to

Building  Program 

f\  CC  will  open  its  new  Campus  Store 
f\  behind  the  Student  Services  Center 
during  spring  semester  1999.  A  covered 
walkway  connects  it  to  the  Student 
Center.  The  3,700-square-foot  facility 
doubles  the  space  of  the  old  store  and 
will  allow  for  expansion  of  the  College's 
Food  Service. 

Planning  is  still  ongoing  for  the  new 
Emergency  Services  Training  Center  that 
will  be  located  on  a  60-acre  site  donated 
by  Randolph  County  near  the  county 
landfill.  This  facility  will  include  a  firing 
range,  driving  range,  a  fire  training  tower,

a  burn  building,  a  control  tower,  storage 
and  classroom  areas.  This  project  could 
possibly  go  to  bid  by  late  May  1999.

September  1998.

Technology  Update 

:  CC  continued  to  stay  in  the  forefront 
/^  of  technology  in  1998  and  the 
early  part  of  1999  in  order  to  fulfill 
its  ongoing  commitment  to  quality 
instruction  and  services. 


RCC  launched  its  "Virtual  Campus" 
with  its  first  Internet  and  teleweb 
courses  in  the  spring  semester  of 
1999.  In  order  to  make  this  possible, 
RCC  purchased  equipment  and 
created  an  on-site  web  server,  which 
also  houses  the  College's  web  site. 

The  first  two  classes  offered  are  an 
English  course  and  a  history  course. 
The  English  course  is  being 
conducted  almost  entirely  via  the 
Internet.  The  history  course  utilizes 
both  the  Internet  and  videotapes,  so 
it  is  called  a  teleweb  course. 

These  courses,  along  with 
telecourses,  comprise  RCC's 
distance  learning  program,  which 


offers  students  an  alternative  way  of 
learning.  Although  at  least  one 
orientation  session  is  required  for 
each  course  and  some  additional 
course  meetings  may  be  scheduled, 
students  do  most  of  their  work 
at  home. 

Students  taking  Internet  or  teleweb 
courses  must  have  access  to  a 
personal  computer  and  the  Internet. 
The  College  plans  to  expand  this 
program  in  1999,  by  offering 
additional  credit  and  noncredit 
distance  learning  classes. 

Timken  Foundation  of  Canton  gave 
RCC's  Machining  Technology 
program  a  big  boost  in  1998,  with 
the  donation  of  a  $76,000  CNC 
(Computer  Numerical  Control) 
Turning  Center  (see  photo,  page  9). 
This  state-of-the-art  machine  is  used 
for  turning  diameters,  threading, 
chamfering,  drilling,  boring  and 
tapping  usually  on  round  stock. 

According  to  Mitchell  Kiser,  chair 
of  the  department,  the  CNC  Turning 
Center  gives  RCC  the  capability 


of  teaching  up-to-date  CNC 
turning  applications. 

Timken  also  bought  six  simulators 
that  are  identical  to  the  computer 
control  on  the  Turning  Center  that 
drives  the  machine  tool  program. 
The  simulators  allow  students  to 
write  code  separate  from  the  machine 
and  do  everything  except 
manufacture  the  part.  This  is 
important  when  there  are  1 5  students 
in  the  class  and  only  one  controller. 
Mitchell  said  the  simulators  will 
allow  each  student  to  get  more 
hands-on  applications.  "It's  a  great 
asset  to  the  Machining  Technology 
program,"  said  Mitchell.  It  was  one 
that  was  badly  needed.  This  was  a 
very  gracious  donation  fromTimken. 
It  will  greatly  enhance  our 
students'  education." 

Mitchell  noted  that  in  addition  to 
Timken' s  donation,  many  machine 
shops  from  around  the  area  also  have 
made  donations  to  the  program. 
Support  from  these  companies  makes 
the  difference  in  our  program. 
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Randolph  Community  College  now  has  27  computers 
(including  three  instructors'  computers)  on  the  Asheboro 
Campus  that  run  AutoCAD,  and  the  school  has  just 
purchased  Release  14,  the  latest  version  of  this 
computer-aided  design  software.  The  school  has 
added  eight  AutoCAD  computer  stations  in  the  Design 
Center  for  Interior  Design  students,  and  there  are  1 6  AutoCAD 
computer  stations  in  an  AutoCAD  classroom  in  the 
Administration/Education  Center  for  use  by  various  classes.

college  programs  and  events  to  help 
students  set  goals  for  themselves.  It 
also  creates  a  visual  bridge  from 
high  school  to  postsecondary 
education.  The  display  case  is  an 
excellent  tool  for  retention  of 
students  in  the  Learning  Skills 
Center  as  well  as  a  recruiting  source 
for  programs. 

>•  Pre-Hospital  Student  Personality 
Profile  Study — Study  materials 
were  purchased  by  the  Foundation 
for  the  benefit  of  the  Emergency 
Medical  Services  program.  Its 
objective  is  to  study  the  pre-hospital 
student  personalities,  their  clinical 
and  scholastic  progress  throughout 
the  program  and  their  personalities 
at  the  end  of  the  program.  An 
analysis  and  hypothesis  based  from 
the  information  will  be  rendered  and 
published.  This  study  will  be 
submitted  for  publication  in  the 
Journal  of  Emergency  Medical 
Services  and  the  Pre-Hospital 
Research  Forum. 

>•  Pediatric  Support  Needs  for 
Health  Occupations — Pediatric 
materials,  such  as  a  pediatric  crib, 
croup  tent,  vital  signs  monitor  and 
emergency  equipment  were 
essential  needs  for  the  Health 
Occupations  department.  Funding 
was  granted  by  the  Foundation  for 


the  purchase  of  these  materials  to 
benefit  100  students  per  year  in 
lab  simulations. 

Motheread — Even  Start  Family 
Literacy  program  addresses  the 
issues  of  undereducated  adults  and 
the  underachivement  of  their 
children.  While  parents  attend  GED 
and  ESL  classes,  their  children 
attend  early  childhood  development. 
Motheread  joins  the  two  programs 
with  a  unique  teaching  technique.  It 
teaches  reading,  writing,  speaking, 
listening  and  parenting  skills  to 
adults  using  children's  books.  In 


these  stories,  parents  learn  to 
recognize  character,  tone,  setting, 
description,  main  idea,  parenting, 
etc.  This  technique  empowers 
parents  to  discuss  family  and 
community  concerns  in  the  context 
of  children's  literature.  This  program 
is  an  excellent  compliment  to  the 
academic  and  social  goals  of 
Even  Start.
